Ladycats Capture Historical 38th District Championship 


It’s been over 10 seasons in the 
making. In 2003, PCHS saw a new 
team added to their athletic depart¬ 
ment. Ten seasons later, coach Laura 
Buck’s Ladycat Volleyball team 
won the first 38th District Title in 
program history with 3-1 victories 
over Harrison County (first round) 
and Deming (championship game). 

When asked how it felt to bring 
home the first district title, coach 
Buck summed it up in a single word, 


“Wonderful!” 

She continued, “We as a team are 
so proud to be able to bring this title 
home to our school. The girls have 
worked hard all year and had their 
minds set on winning Districts since 
the beginning of the season. All 
their hard work has accomplished 
the goal they set for themselves.” 

The team had a core of players 
who have performed outstanding 
throughout the 20-9 season. Led by 


seniors Mackenzie Horn, Sarah 
Schlueter, Brianna Crouch and Jen 
Owen, the cast included juniors Izzy 
Redell, Destiny Shackelford and 
Cytha Buck, and freshman Bailey 
Boden. 

While a 20-9 season is outstand¬ 
ing, it is even more impressive when 
you realize that two years ago the 
volleyball team had 20 losses 
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Kentucky changes 
how they assess 
schools 

After 10 years of testing under the CATS 
system, parents, teachers and the public will 
have to learn how to interpret the Kentucky 
Performance Rating for Educational Progress, 
which was developed from the General Assem¬ 
bly’s adoption of Senate Bill 1 in 2009. Previ¬ 
ously, students were tested for basic knowledge 
in math and reading. The new assessment raises 
the bar to compete nationally and globally. 
K-Prep ranks students for college and career 
readiness. 

The scoring method changes with the new 
K-Prep assessment. Schools and the districts 
will receive a score from a scale of 0 to 100. The 
score will be calculated from test scores, gradu¬ 
ation rates and rankings for college and career 
readiness. Based on the results, schools and 
districts will be ranked as “distinguished,” “pro¬ 
ficient” or “needs improvement.” 

While learning this new system, the public 
will also have to accept that the assessment 
results released in October will not be compa¬ 
rable to scores from previous years. 

“The state is planting a new measuring stick 
on a new playing field. It’s tougher, and the 
results are going to be low in the beginning,” 
warns Anthony Strong, superintendent of Pend¬ 
leton County schools. 

In a recent article for the Kentucky Teacher 
newsletter, Education Commissioner Terry Hol¬ 
liday said, “Our reasons for the low scores are 
legitimate, and we should share and explain 
those to our communities. 

We want all of our stakeholders to under¬ 
stand our new testing and accountability sys¬ 
tem,” commented Strong. This is why Pendle¬ 
ton County schools will hold a community 
meeting from 6:15-7 p.m. on Thursday, October 
18 in the Pendleton County High School audito¬ 
rium to explain the new testing and accountabil¬ 
ity system, Unbridled Learning the Accountabil¬ 
ity Model. The district is focused and commit¬ 
ted to providing a high quality educational 
experience for all students. The district is 
excited about the new state standards and is 
working diligently to make sure Pendleton 
County students are college/career ready. The 
schools appreciate the support of the community 
and want to make sure all stakeholders have the 
opportunity to hear firsthand about the new test¬ 
ing system. They hope you will join them.

Pendleton County Champi¬ 
ons Coalition’s Kelly Staten 
addressed the fiscal court con¬ 
cerning a program called 
Rachel’s Challenge. The pur¬ 
pose of Rachel’s Challenge is to 
combat bullying by creating a 
culture of kindness and compas¬ 
sion within the community of 
junior high and high school stu¬ 
dents. Rachel Scott was the first 
student killed in the Columbine 
High School Massacre of April 
20, 1999. Rachel believed that 
showing kindness to others 
could cause a chain reaction of 
that virtue. Kelly Staten 
explained that the Champions 
Coalition had received a grant 
to fund a Rachel’s Challenge 
Program within the Pendleton 
County School System, but 
unfortunately, the grant was not 
enough to finance the complete 
project. The Pendleton County 
Education Foundation had con¬ 
tributed to the program and Ms. 
Staten asked the court to also 
help. Then, a motion was 
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approved to donate $1,000 to 
Rachel’s Challenge. Still, the 
project required additional 
funding and Champions Coala- 
tion must request aid from other 
organizations. Tom McKee pre¬ 
sented a $230,000 check to the 
fiscal court with the under¬ 
standing that the funds would 
be used for road resurfacing. In 
addition, Representative 
McKee talked about a constitu¬ 


tional amendment that will 
appear on the November 6 bal¬ 
lot and will be voted upon by 
the citizens of our common¬ 
wealth. The amendment affirms 
the right of Kentuckians to hunt 
and fish in our state. Represen¬ 
tative McKee said that Ken¬ 
tucky would be the fourteenth 
state to adopt such an amend¬ 
ment.

Division of Fire Prevention. “But 
don’t stop there. After you have 
mapped out two emergency exits, 
practice the plan with your family. 
This is the ultimate ‘great escape.’” 
Here is how to get started: 

• Draw a map of your home. Show 
all doors and windows. 

• Visit each room. Find two ways 
out. 

• All windows and doors should 
open easily. You should be able to use 
them to get outside. 

• Pick a meeting place outside. It 
should be in front of your home. 
Everyone will meet at the meeting 
place. 

• Make sure your house or building 
number can be seen from the street. 

• Talk about your plan with every¬ 
one in your home. 

• Learn the emergency phone 
number for your fire department. 

• Practice, practice and practice 
your home escape plan. 

Swope also emphasizes the 
importance of working smoke detec¬ 
tors in your home or apartment. 
“Smoke detectors - hard wired ones 
with a battery backup - should be 
installed on every floor of your home, 
including the basement, and in each 
sleeping area. It’s best to have “dual 
technology” detectors, ones that can 
detect both fast flaming and smolder¬ 
ing fires. Not all fires are the same. 
On a regular basis, check your smoke 


detectors to make sure they are work¬ 
ing.” 

The best way to practice fire 
safety is to make sure a fire doesn’t 
break out in the first place. 

Swope says to be aware of poten¬ 
tial hazards in your home. “Look 
around your house for potential 
problems. For instance, are your elec¬ 
trical appliances in good condition? 
Are your outlets overloaded with too 
many items plugged in? Do you use 
too many extension cords? These are 
all things that can be fixed easily.”

In addition to Kentucky’s upcom¬ 
ing Fire Prevention Week, Division 
of Forestry officials remind citizens 
that Fall Fire Hazard Season is in 
effect from Oct. 1 through Dec. 15. 
During this time, outdoor burning is 
illegal between the hours of 6 a.m. 
and 6 p.m. in or within 150 feet of 
any woodland or brushland. 

“The safety of families living in or 
adjacent to natural areas is especially 
important during fire seasons, said 
Leah MacSwords, director of the 
Division of Forestry. “The best way 
to protect lives and property is to 
prevent wildfires from getting started 
in the first place. Homeowners who 
live in or near forested areas should 
prune and remove flammable plant 
and debris. Reducing the amount of 
fuel from shrubs, dead plant material 
and firewood will help create a defen¬ 
sible space around your home.”

what Northern 
Kentucky law enforcement is seeing. 
He painted a sobering picture of the 
families and communities torn apart 
by this cheap “new” old drug that is 
sweeping in from Mexico via Cincin¬ 
nati. Heroin deaths have more than 
doubled statewide in the last two 
years. At $25 a half-gram, heroin is 
inexpensive and increasingly accessi¬ 
ble. As Kentucky is cracking down on 
the illegal use of prescription drugs, 
heroin seems to be a drug of choice 
leading to new addicts, higher crime, 
copper theft, and even prostitution. 
Heroin is highly addictive in nature 
and while there has been plenty of 


publicity and public education about 
the dangers of oxycodone abuse, 
methamphetamine, and other similar 
drugs, heroin education and treat¬ 
ment has lagged behind. I also invit¬ 
ed the executive director of the Office 
of Drug Policy to attend our commit¬ 
tee meeting and he talked to us about 
the need for more resources and 
coordinated law enforcement sup¬ 
port. There are only two treatment 
centers in Northern Kentucky. I am 
very concerned about this issue and 
have directed my staff to research any 
needed legislative changes as well as 
treatment funding options that we 
can use to fight this scourge in our 
commonwealth. 

In the Natural Resources and 
Environment Committee, we heard 
from consultants from Christiansen 
Associates Energy Consulting on the 
impact of increasing utility rates on 
the aluminum smelting industry and 
other industries in the common¬ 
wealth. Western Kentucky is home 
to the aluminum industry and they 


are hurting right now due to onerous 
federal regulations and global com¬ 
petitors that are subsidized by their 
governments. While the full report 
will not be available until mid- 
November, the initial recommenda¬ 
tions were disheartening. Members 
of the committee are not willing to 
give up on Kentucky’s aluminum 
industry which provides much need¬ 
ed jobs and will continue to look for 


a solution to the problem. I continue 
to be disappointed by the many ways 
bureaucrats in the federal govern¬ 
ment make it increasingly difficult 
for employers to create and maintain 
jobs.

"You get tired of the disap¬ 
pointments, but then you get 
over it," said manager Dusty 


Baker, whose future in the Queen 
City now becomes one of many 
questions that will need to be 
answered before the team meets 
again for spring training next 
February. 

Starting pitchers Mat Latos 
and Matt Cain kept things score¬ 
less through four innings when 
the Giants were able to erupt for 
six runs in the fifth, culminated 
by a grand slam home run off the 
bat of catcher and NL MVP can¬ 
didate Buster Posey. The Reds 
answered with two runs in the 
bottom of the inning when sec¬ 
ond baseman Brandon Phillips 
doubled in Ryan Hanigan and 
Drew Stubbs. Leftfielder Ryan 
Ludwick's solo shot in the sixth 
cut the lead in half, but the rally 
was cut short when Hanigan 
struck out and Jay Bruce was 
thrown out as he attempted to 
steal third base in a double play

The "Nones" May Have It 
Right 

In an episode of one of my favor¬ 
ite British comedies, “Blackadder,” a 
notoriously rude yet clever sitcom 
starring Rowan Atkinson as Blackad¬ 
der and Tony Robinson as his assis¬ 
tant (or “dogsbody”) Baldrick, Bal- 
drick explains to his boss Blackadder 
that his father was once a nun. 

“No he wasn’t,” Blackadder 
responds. 

“Yes, he was,” said Baldrick, “I 
know because every time he was 
called before the judge and asked to 
state his occupation, he told him, 
none.’” 

There are a lot more “nones,” or reli- 
iously unaffiliated, today than ever 
efore, at least according to recent 
research from the Pew Forum on 
Religion and Public Life. Their 
number has risen to almost 20% of 
the U.S. population, an increase of 
15% in the last five years. During the 
same period, the percentage of Prot¬ 
estant Christians has dropped from 
60% of the U.S. population in the 
1990s to 48% today. For the first 
time, Protestants now make up a 
minority of the U.S. population. 

According to an article on the 
Pew study by Peter Smith, a staff 
writer for the Louisville Courier- 
Journal , the decline of Protestants is 


among both evangelicals and old-line 
mainline Protestants, and is especially 
true among White, non-Hispanic 
Protestants. You will likely be hearing 
a lot of alarm bells going off in Prot¬ 
estant churches around the country 
as Protestants digest this information, 
and as they continue to nurse the 
wounds of the last half century’s dis¬ 
establishment of our brand of Chris¬ 
tianity. 

However, buried in this report, I 
found something really encouraging 
and important for us to hear, if we 
have ears to hear. The “nones” (who 
are often younger, incidentally) are 
not turned off to God. In fact - and 
I know this isn’t news to anyone - the 
“nones” describe themselves as spiri¬ 
tual, though not religious. They 
believe in God. They often pray. 
They engage in a variety of spiritual 
practices, such as yoga. Their gripe 
with the church concerns what they 
identify as its more institutional 
aspects. They believe the church is 
preoccupied with its own rules, pro¬ 
cedures, and privileges, its political 
clout, money, prestige and power. 
But they really like the church’s 
efforts to feed the hungry, to care for 
the vulnerable in the world, and to 
strengthen society. 

You may be able to guess where 
I’m going. 


The concerns the “nones” have 
about Protestantism are concerns 
many Protestant Christians share. 
After all, we are followers of Jesus of 
Nazareth, first and foremost, and 
representatives of some denomina¬ 
tional identity or religious interests, 
second (at most!). 

It may be that God is using the 
“nones” among us to remind us of 
our purpose as people of faith. In 
fact, I think the “nones” are right 
about a lot. 

Their disenchantment with us 
sounds a lot like the words Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer wrote from a Nazi prison 
over fifty years ago as he surveyed the 
future of the church. Bonhoeffer 
wrote: “The church is the church 
only when it exists for others.... The 
church must share in the secular 
problems of ordinary human life, not 
dominating, but helping and serving. 
It must tell [people] of every calling 
what it means to live in Christ, to 
exist for others. In particular, our 
own church will have to take the field 


You already know that staying 
hysically and mentally active may 
elp stave off dementia, but researchers 
have found yet another protective 
trick—having a purpose in life. 

Now, I don’t mean having a goal 
that has a definite end point, such as 
telling yourself that you’ll run a mara¬ 
thon or write a novel. 

For brain protection, having a pur¬ 
pose in life is a little bit different. 

What are some examples of “pur¬ 
poses,” and how can you figure out 
what yours is if you don’t already have 
one? 

Warding off brain fog 

I’m happy to say that figuring out 
your life’s purpose is not that hard to 
do. More on that in a minute, but first, 
let me show you what the study found. 

Researchers analyzed 246 senior 
citizens who received annual cognitive 
testing for about 10 years. Each was 
asked questions to determine whether 
he or she had a strong purpose in life. 
When participants died, they under¬ 
went brain autopsies. 

What the researchers found was 
that in participants who had a lot of 
plaques and tangles in their brains— 
abnormal structures in and around the 
brain’s nerve cells that are hallmarks of 
Alzheimer’s disease—the rate of cogni¬ 
tive decline had been about 30% slow¬ 
er for people who had a strong purpose 
in life compared with those who had 
had a weaker purpose or no purpose at 
all. 

Here’s what I hope these findings 
mean: The stronger your purpose in 
life, the less likely you’ll suffer cognitive 
decline as you age, even if your brain is 
affected by Alzheimer’s signs. I hope 
that’s true because it means that you 
can preserve your cognitive ability by 
making sure that you have a purpose. 

Of course, it could be the other 
way around—it could be that some 
people have a biological problem that 
makes them less able to cope with 
brain plaques and tangles and, also, less 
able to feel that their lives have pur¬ 
pose. 

Go for it anyway 

When I called lead study author 
Patricia A. Boyle, PhD, a neuropsy¬ 
chologist in the Alzheimer’s Disease 


against the vices of hubris, power- 
worship, envy, and humbug, as the 
roots of all evil. It will have to speak 
of moderation, purity, trust, loyalty, 
constancy, patience, discipline, 
humility, contentment, and modes¬ 
ty.” (Bonhoeffer, Letters and Papers 
from Prison, New York: 1971, 382- 
383) 

Maybe the “nones” are just asking 
Protestants to “show up” again with 
the message and life of our founder, 
Jesus of Nazareth. Maybe they are 
asking us to remember who we are. 
Maybe they are just asking us to be 
less preoccupied with our institu¬ 
tional survival, the loss of our domi¬ 
nance in the culture, and the erosion 
of our influence among those in 
power. It wouldn’t be the first time 
God has chosen that which is “not” 
to lay low things that are (I Corinthi¬ 
ans 1: 18-31). 

Finally it seems we Protestants are 
getting schooled by “nones.” (Sorry, I 
couldn’t resist that one.) 


Center at Rush University Medical 
Center in Chicago, she acknowledged 
that her study doesn’t prove whether 
urposefulness helps our brains work 
etter or is simply a side effect of a 
brain that is already working better. 
Maybe research will determine that one 
day. But on the other hand, since hav¬ 
ing a sense of purpose seems to make 
people happier, she said, why not culti¬ 
vate one? 

Based on her work with the study 
subjects, Dr. Boyle defines a life pur¬ 
pose as “the sense that one’s life has 
meaning and direction—that one is 
intentional and motivated to engage in 
activities that one finds important and 
fulfilling.” In other words, it’s what gets 
you out of bed each day and makes you 
feel that life is worth living. 

A purpose doesn’t have to be ambi¬ 
tious or complicated. In fact, many 
purposes are simple, said Dr. Boyle. It 
just can’t have a definite end point—it 
has to last throughout your life. For 
example, some purposes include spend¬ 
ing time every day with loved ones... 
helping other people (for example 
through long-term volunteer work)... 
learning something new every day...or 
passing down a certain set of knowl¬ 
edge or skills to a younger generation. 
If you love running marathons or writ¬ 
ing novels, as I mentioned earlier, make 
sure that your goal is to continue pur¬ 
suing those goals through life—and 
not just run one marathon or write one 
novel. 

It’s not so much what your purpose 
is, Dr. Boyle said—what’s critical is 
how it makes you feel. If it stirs you up 
inside and makes you feel passionate, 
energetic and excited, then you’ve 
found it! 

Here’s a great example: A colleague 
of mine, Sarah Hiner, noticed a long 
time ago that the word “shine” appears 
in her e-mail address because her 
address uses her first initial and last 
name. You might call it a random coin¬ 
cidence, but she considers it a sign— 
and her purpose in life. What inspires 
her every day is the opportunity to help 
those around her “shine,” so she makes 
it her mission to spread positivity and 
bring out the best in others.
